ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — A 
three-judge federal court ruled 
formally today that the Georgia 
Legislature cannot elect a gov­ 
ernor in the deadlocked race

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Four Republicans elected Tues­ 
day as governors of major states 
were vacationing today in the 
same general area. 
Two 
governors 
mentioned 
prominently in 1968 presidential 
speculation, Nelson Rockefeller 
of New York and George Rom- 
ney of Michigan, were in Puerto 
Rico. 
Ohio Gov. James A. Rhodes 
was in south Florida and Ray­ 
mond Shafer, elected to become 
governor of Pennsylvania, was 
in the Virgin Islands.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Samuel II. Sheppard, cleared 
after 12 years in the bludgeon 
murder of his first wife, savored 
his complete freedom today and 
quietly vowed to build a new life 
with his second wife. 
The balding, graying man of 
42, who served nine years in 
prison for the crime of which 
he was acquitted by a jury 
Wednesday night, said: “How 
can I have anything in my heart 
left of bitterness. I have no bit­ 
terness. I have love in my 
heart.” 
His lawyers said they expect­ 
ed his osteopathic license, sus­ 
pended while he was in prison, 
to be restored. But when asked 
if he will return to his career as 
a neurosurgeon, Sheppard re­ 
plied: “I don’t know if I will. If 
people need help, I will. If peo­ 
ple are sick and need a neuro­ 
surgeon’s help, I will.” 
As for immediate plans, Shep­ 
pard told a news conference an 
hour after the 10:18 p.m. acquit 
tal verdict: “I plan nothing. ] 
would like to go see our parents 
in Germany.” 
As he spoke to newsmen in a 
downtown hotel, he kept his 
right arm tightly around his 
second wife, Ariane Tebbenjo- 
hanns Sheppard, who has a 13- 
year-old daughter, by a first 
marriage, in her native Germa­ 
ny. Sheppard’s parents died 11 
days apart shortly after his 1954 
conviction, his mother by sui 
cide. 
A jury of seven men and five 
women, acting just under 12 
hours after receiving the case, 


found Sheppard innocent in the 
July 4, 1954, slaying of Marilyn 
Sheppard. She was 31 and five 
months away from bearing his 
second child when she was beat­ 
en to death in the bedroom of 
their 
suburban 
Bay 
Village 
home. Sheppard said she was 
slain by an intruder. 
As he beard Common Pleas 
Judge Francis J. Talty read the 
verdict, Sheppard, on his feet, 
slapped the counsel table a re­ 
sounding 
blow of 
jubilation. 
Then, as his lawyers pushed 
him down into his chair, he be­ 
gan 
to 
sob, 
his 
shoulders 
shaking. 
Later, in a corridor sepa­ 
rating the courtroom where he 
was convicted in 1954 from the 
one where he was acquitted 12 
years later, Sheppard exulted:

Men traditionally are more aggres­ 
sive than women in polities» business 
and industry. A Dallas psychiatrist has 
revealed the trait carries through into 
motoring as well. Dr. Thomas H. Alli­ 
son is convinced that is why men 
have more automobile accidents than 
women. 
Dr. Allison believes psychiatry should 
play a wider role in motoring than it 
does. For example, he notes that many 
of the signs of aggression on the part 
of the driver are evident in his manner 
at the wheel. Screeching tires, weaving 
in and out of traffic (especially at high 
rates of speed) and honking horns are 
examples. 
“Often,” cautions the Dallas psychia­ 
trist, “the habitual traffic violator is 
impulsive when under stress, and is ir­ 
responsible in all his living experi­ 
ences.” That is, he drives as he lives, 
which should not be surprising. 
Recognizing that behavioral patterns 
are reflected in careless or dangerous 
driving habits, what can be done to 
minimize or remove aggressive atti­ 


tudes from behind the wheel of an 
auto? 
Dr. Allison has an answer. It is con­ 
tinued driver education and periodic 
re-examination of driver abilities. 
‘*The group of people who have re­ 
peated accidents need to be reevaluat­ 
ed from the medical and psychological 
standpoint. And then there should be 
some way recommendations from med­ 
ical findings may be taken into consid­ 
eration when reissuing licenses.” 
In a mobile age such as this, threat­ 
ening the loss of licenses as a cure 
for high accident rates is a strong rem­ 
edy which can work hardships on many 
persons. In many cases, perhaps med­ 
ical help could be employed to over­ 
come the basic personality faults which 
lie underneath aggressive motoring ten­ 
dencies. 
But if such widespread help cannot 
be made available for this purpose, the 
inconvenience and hardships of losing 
driving privileges are minor compared 
to the potential consequences on the 
highways.

NEW YORK (AP) —His wal­ 
let a bit thin because of the 
money he’s spending in Viet 
Nam, Uncle Sam is about to 
approach you regarding a small 
loan—a couple of billion dollars 
perhaps. 
In doing so, he may provoke a 
scrap with others who also are 
after your money. Already some 
short fuses are sputtering. 
Everyone, Uncle Sam espe­ 
cially, knows you have the mon 
ey The problem is how to pry it 
away from you, and the answer 
is by offering high interest 
rates. But high interest was a 
nasty phase we thought was be­ 
hind us. 
One reason we thought so was 
that Uncle Sam in September 
clamped a lid on the rates that 
savings instituions could offer. 
It helped cool a rate war. Will 
he reopen it now? That’s the 
question — and it’s Uncle Sam’s 
move. 
His plan ts to offer purchases 
of Series E Savings Bonds, 
which return 4.15 per cent inter­ 
est, the opportunity to also pur­ 
chase savings certificates at an 


even higher interest rate. 
Commercial banks, 
savings 
and loan ass eolations, mutual 
savings banks and credit unions 
are, in that order, the chief 
competitors for this type of 
money. 
On the sidelines« but still vi­ 
tally interested, are most other 
financial institutions as well as 
the stock and bond markets. 
The first to be heard from 
undoubtedly will be the savings 
and 
loan 
associations. 
For 
them, it has been a very rough 
year. Once they offered some of 
the best rates available. But 
rates soared everywhere this 
year. 
One aspect of this economic 
boom was a tremendous de 
mand for money. It surprised 
even the Federal Reserve’s top 
bankers. 
Consequently. 
the 
price for K soared also. Soon 
banks offered more than sav­ 
ings associations. 
These 
associations need 
a 
steady inflow of money in order 
to reinvest It at a higher rate, 
principally in house mortgages. 
The savings associations were 
caught from both directions.

Housing was in a slump — al­ 
though tight money might have 
helped cause this — and that 
was their main outlet. And high 
interest rates elsewhere denie 
them the money they needed to 
work with. 
In September, Uncle Sam of­ 
fered some relief by putting a 
lid on rates. The savings aaso 
clations came off well, or at 
least in a better position than 
they had been in. Their rates 
were pegged near the top. 
Commercial banks, for exam­ 
ple, can give only 4 per cent 
interest on passbook savings. 
The savings associations, how­ 
ever, can give 
per cent. And 
on savings certificates they can 
offer 5% per cent. 
This, said the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, which super­ 
vises the associations, would 
help “stabilize the situation — 
prevent any further bleeding.” 
The savings associations now 
feel that blood might be »pilled 
— that Uncle Sam might offer 
so attractive a rate to lenders 
that the 
associaions will be 
right back where they were.

It may be time for me to have 
my head examined, but I’m be­ 
ginning to believe that peace in 
Vietnam is in die air.

About every 
third week the Red dragon in 
Peking lashes his tail, snorts 
fire, and announces that Mos­ 
cow is in league with the ca­ 
pitalists to betray North Viet­ 
nam’s Ho Chi Minh. The accu­

objective 
aeuse, for the Soviet ships go 
on docking at the North Viet­ 
namese port of Haiphong and 
the Russian-built SA-2 surface- 
to-air missiles keep on knocking 
U. S. bombing planes out of 
the skies over the Hanoi area. 
But, just in case Ho Chi Minh 
is doomed to fail, the Red Chi­ 
nese have their excuses ready. 
The word will go out through 
Red China that Moscow has let 
the Southeast Asian revolution 
down. 
That isn’t the way they will 
be hearing it in the western 
Communist world, however. At 
the recent celebration of the 
Bolshevik Revolution in Mos­ 
cow’s Red Square, the Soviet 
Minister of Defense. Marshal 
Rodio Malinovsky, made the 
usual ritualistic denunciation of 
the ‘imperialist United States”, 
which was behaving “criminal­ 
ly” in Asia. He also pledged 
more Soviet aid to Hanoi. But 
the really interesting thing in 
the Malinovsky speech was the 
way he hedged his bet on Ho 
Chi Minh. Communist C h in a , 
be said, was obstructing Soviet 
and East European aid to North 
Vietnam, and making it difficult 
for Ho to win a victory that 
could otherwise, with w’orld so- 
socialisl unity, be achieved. 
Malinovsky’s alibi was quite 
in line with the similar alib: of-

fered by Arvid Pelshe, a mem­ 
ber of the Moscow poiitburo. 
Listening to the Russian alibis 
was a little too much for Red 
Chinese diplomats in Moscow. 
They walked out of the anni­ 
versary meetings in protest. 
The respective alibis concoct­ 
ed in Moscow and Peking could 
mean that Ho Chi Minh will 
wake up one fine morning to dis­ 
cover he has been cast in the 
role of the patsy, or fall-guy. 
But the Russians, we may be 
sure, will try to sweeten th e 
pill for him by an effort to 
win at least something by the 
diplomacy of “peace-itiakiug” 
that the Viet Cong hasn’t been 
able to win on the battlefield. 
The alibi prepared by M os­ 
cow in case an armistice mustI 
be accepted wall be used to 
justify any compromises made 
necessary by U. S. bargaining 
at the peace table. And Ho, who

My doctor 
says that 1 may have diverticu­ 
litis (I don’t know if I am spell­ 
ing it correctly). Is this disease 
cancerous or dangerous? 
Are 
there any special diets tc re­ 
lieve the pain?

Dear Mrs. H.: Small pouches 
or tiny sacs are sometimes 
found on the outside of the large 
intestine. These 
pouches 
are 
connected with the inner lining 
of the intestinal tract and are 
called diverticula. 
The condition is called diver- 
ticulosis and occurs in almost 
30 per cent of people above the 
age of 50. Many people have 
this condition without having 
any symptoms. It is often un­ 
covered during an X-ray study 
of the large intestines. 
Where there is an inflamma­ 
tion or an infection of the ci- 
veriicula it is called diverticu­ 
litis. This can occur when the 
opening into the little pouch be­ 
comes clogged, swollen or in- 
i fected. 
Abdominal 
pain, 
distention 
and spasm may result. If the 
acute condition is left untreated 
it may give all the signs of an 
acute appendicitis and may re­ 
sit in similar compiicatios. 
n Chroic diverticulitis is ac­ 
companied by alternating bouts 
of constipation and 
diarrhea 
with cramps, 
gas, pain and 
even urinary disturbances. 
The diagnosis is readily made 
by a barium enema study of the 
lower bowel. The inner lining 
of the rectum can be examined 
with a proctoscope. 
There is no relationship be­ 
tween diverticulitis and cancer. 
Rarely is one of the sacs so 
irritated that it develops any 
malignant changes. The dan­ 
ger of this condition lie s in its 
neglect. 
Any abdominal disress that 
lasts for more than a few 
weeks must be diligently stud­ 
ied and treated to prevent com­ 
plications. The chronic condition 
is treated 
with a low resi­ 
due diet, drugs to relieve the 
spasm, mineral oil enemas and 
antibiotics when necessary. 
Surgery is performed when it 
is suspected that an abscess has 
formed in the pouch or when 
there is a possibility of a per­ 


foration. Special diets are sug­ 
gested by 
the 
doctor 
who 
watches the progress 
of the 
condition and changes the diet 
to fit every individual need.

Men traditionally are more aggres­ 
sive than women in politics, business 
and industry. A Dallas psychiatrist has 
revealed the trait carries through into 
motoring as well. Dr. Thomas H. Alli­ 
son is convinced that is why men 
have more automobile accidents than 
women. 
Dr. Allison believes psychiatry should 
play a wider role in motoring than it 
does. For example, he notes that many 
of the signs of aggression on the part 
of the driver are evident in his manner 
at the wheel. Screeching tires, weaving 
in and out of traffic (especially at high 
rates of speed) and honking horns are 
examples. 
“Often,” cautions the Dallas psychia­ 
trist, “the habitual traffic violator is 
impulsive when under stress, and is ir­ 
responsible in all his living experi­ 
ences.” That is, he drives as he lives, 
which should not be surprising. 
Recognizing that behavioral patterns 
are reflected in careless or dangerous 
driving habits, what can be done to 
minimize or remove aggressive atti­ 


tudes from behind the wheel of an 
auto? 
Dr. Allison has an answer. It is con­ 
tinued driver education and periodic 
re-examination of driver abilities. 
“Tile group of people who have re­ 
peated accidents need to be reevaluat­ 
ed from the medical and psychological 
standpoint. And then there should be 
some way recommendations from med­ 
ical findings may be taken into consid­ 
eration when reissuing licenses.” 
In a mobile age such as this, threat­ 
ening the loss of licenses as a cure 
for high accident rates is a strong rem­ 
edy which can work hardships on many 
persons. In many cases, perhaps med­ 
ical help could be employed to over­ 
come the basic personality faults which 
lie underneath aggressive motoring ten­ 
dencies. 
But if such widespread help cannot 
be made available for this purpose, the 
inconvenience and hardships of losing 
driving privileges are minor compared 
to the potential consequences on the 
highways.

NEW YORK (AP) —His wal­ 
let a bit thin because of the 
money he’s spending in Viet 
Nam, Uncle Sam is about to 
approach you regarding a small 
loan—a couple of billion dollars 
perhaps. 
In doing so, he may provoke a 
scrap with others who also are 
after your money. Already some 
short fuses are sputtering. 
Everyone, Uncle Sam espe­ 
cially, knows you have the mon­ 
ey The problem is how to pry it 
away from you, and the answer 
is 
by offering high 
interest 
rates. But high interest was a 
nasty phase we thought was be­ 
hind us. 
One reason we thought so was 
that Uncle Sam in September 
clamped a lid on the rates that 
savings instiluions could offer. 
It helped cool a rote war. Will 
he reopen it new? That’s the 
question — and it’s Uncle Sam’s 
move. 
His plan is to offer purchases 
of Series E Savings 
Bonds, 
which return 4.15 per cent inter­ 
est, the opportunity to also pur 
chase savings certificates at an

even higher interest rate. 
Commercial 
banks, 
savings 
and loan associations, mutual 
savings banks and credit unions 
are, in that order, the chief 
competitors for this type of 
money. 
On the sidelines, but still vi­ 
tally interested, are most other 
financial institutions as well as 
the stock and bond markets. 
The first to be heard from 
undoubtedly will be the savings 
and 
loan 
associations. 
For 
them, it has been a very rough 
year. Once they offered some of 
the best rates available. But 
rates soared everywhere this 
year. 
One aspect of this economic 
boom was a tremendous de­ 
mand for money. It surprised 
even the Federal Reserve’s top 
bankers. 
Consequently, 
the 
price for it soared also. Soon 
banks offered more than sav­ 
ings associations. 
These 
associations 
need 
a 
steady inflow of money in order 
to reinvest it at a higher rate, 
principally In house mortgages. 
The savings associations were 
caught from both directions.

Housing was in a slump — al­ 
though tight money might have 
helped cause this — and that 
was their main outlet.

In September, Uncle Sam of­ 
fered some relief by putting a 
lid on rates.

Wool Fabrics Are Made To Fit Comfortably 


By ELEANOR ROSS 
Today let’s take some pre­ 
liminary steps in the making 
of a dress, coat, or suit from 
one of those lovely loomed * in * 
America wool fabrics on dis­ 
play in the yard goods depart­ 
ment. 
If 
your 
bust 
measurement 
was taken at the usual n i n e 
inches below the shoulder, mea­ 
sure the pattern selected in pre­ 
cisely the same spot. Be sure 
to aUow for ease. 
If your bust measure is 34 
inches and the pattern mea­ 
sures 36Mi inches, do not try to 
lake out the extra room. If you 
did, the

garment. 
The

amount of ease allowed can 
sometimes vary according to 
the style of the season. 
Also, there hi ease in t h e 
length of a bodice especially 
when a bloused effect is calledj 
for, in which case the pattern 
will be longer than the body 
measurement. 
Remember, the way a gar­ 
ment fits also has an effect on 
the apparent size.

Wool Fabrics Are Made To Fit Comfortably 


By ELEANOR ROSS 
Today let’s take some pre­ 
liminary steps in the making 
of a dress, coat, or suit from 
one of those lovely loomed - in - 
America wool fabrics on dis­ 
play in the yard goods depart­ 
ment. 
If your bust measurement 
was taken at the usual n i n e 
inches below the shoulder, mea­ 
sure tile pattern selected in pre­ 
cisely the same spot. Be sure 
to allow for ease. 
If your bust measure is 34 
inches and the pattern mea­ 
sures 36V4 inches, do not try to 
take out the extra room. If you 
did, the 
dress 
or whatever, 
would be as tight as a founda­ 
tion 
garment. 
The 
a c t u a1; 
amount of ease allowed can 
sometimes vary according to 
the style of the season. 
Also, there is ease in th e 
length of a bodice especially 
when a bloused effect is called 
for, in which case the pattern 
will be longer than the body 
measurement. 
Remember, the way a gar­ 
ment fits also has an effect on 
the apparent size. A too - snug 
fit makes the body look larger 
and emphasizes figure faults.

If the fabric is labeled “needle 
ready,” then go ahead and lay 
out the pattern to cut. lf it is 
not so labeled test the fabric 
for possible shrinkage. Inner- 
facings and underlinings should 
also be tested to find out if it is 
necessary to shrink them be­ 
fore cutting. Iron * on interfac­ 
ings never have to be shrunk. 
Let’s assume that the mate­ 
rial is ready for c u t t i n g . 
Straighten the fabric so that it 
is on a true grain line. Fabric 
yardage which is torn from the

When it breaks, cut along the

Straighten both ends of t h e 
; fabric, fold it in half and match 
the straight ends, then work 
| with the goods, stretching it di­ 
agonally, if necessary, until the 
material is flat with the selvag­ 
es perpendicular to the straigh­ 


tened crosswise g r a i n . This 
sounds complicated, perhaps, 
but it really isn’t. 
Determine the right side of 
the fabric. Usually, any im­ 
perfections are more noticea­ 
ble on tile wrong side, or you 
can tell by examining the sel­ 
vage, because the wrong side 
does not look as well finished. 
If it is difficult to determine 
the right side, use pins or chalk 
to mark it at Itervals for easy 
idenification. Also do this with 
smaller pieces of fabric which 
fall away during cutting; it will 
save time should you use them 
later.
